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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,7,8,219,30,35,45,55,67,79,81 are currently pending. 

Restriction Requirement 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 



I. Claims 1 ,8, drawn to method for identifying a compound.. 

II. Claim 7, drawn to compound identified by method of claim 1 . 

III. Claim 9, drawn to compound identified by method of claim 8. 

IV. Claim 30 , drawn to method pf generating 3-D model. 

V. Claim 35 , drawn to a computer model. 

VI. Claim 45, drawn to pharmacophore 

VII. Claim 55 , drawn to a compound comprising at least one atom. 

VIII. Claim 67 , drawn to pharmaceutical composition. 

IX Claim 79, drawn to method for conducting drug discovery 

X. Claim 81 , drawn to method of treatment. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-X do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is the 
technical feature that links the Groups. Group I is not the contribution over the prior art 
because it is suggested by references provided in the International Search report (WO 
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01/89560, Ranise et al, etc). Therefore, the lack of unity is present because the linking 
technical feature is not a "special technical feature" as defined by PCT Rule 13.2. 



Inventions l,IV,IX,X are directed to patentably distinct methods that have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. 

Inventions II, III, VI, VIII are directed to products, patentability of which is 
independent on the methods whereby these products have been arrived at. Further, the 
products of Groups II, III, VI, VIII are independent from each other as they do not have 
any identifiable common structure required for a common utility. 

The computer model of Group V, directed to non-statutory subject matter, is 
patentably distinct from method of group I because the latter, as claimed, does not 
require atomic coordinates. 



Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 
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(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may 
be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the 
elected invention.

Claim 1 is generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 17L 
protein, certain portions of 17L protein, any other protein or portions thereof. The 
species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
